The paticnt would be unsble to form the necessary 
intention to remain where the institution is or the intention 
to abandon the old domicile. Further, domicile could not be 
obteined where it is compulsory that the person remain in the 


Since residence alone is not enoush to fain a 
domicile the sottlemcnt of ponZing applicant, Effie Atherton, 
would not be chanred and the nl-ace of settlement at the time of 
her entrance into the hospital would be leselly liablo.
